of Colorado. 


A Dozen Men Killed by Explosion 


.of Dynamite 


Which Had Been Placed Under a Platform Where 


Scores of Non-Union Workmen Were 


Waiting to Take a Train. 


Victor, Colo., June 6. — Three hun- 


dred pounds of dynamite placed in a 
mine by ui'lmown assassin under the 
depot of the Florence and 
Cripple 


Creek Railway station, was exploded 


at 2 o'clock this morning, while 


twenty-five poiiunion miners employed 
at the Finley mine, located on Bull 
Hill, were standing upon the platform, 
instantly killing eleven of them and 
fatally 
injuring eight or ten others. 


The mine was discharged by electri- 
city, and "the man who discharged it, 
was concealed in the shaft house of 
the Delmonico mine. The deadly wire 
had been traced to this building, and 
the fiend used a piece of a chair leg 
with which to pull the wire. As soon 
as the news •was received here, Com- 
pany l> C. N. G.,' was ordered out and 
a relief train from Cripple Creek, car- 
rying doctors, nurses, police officers, 
detectives, mine owners, newspapei 
men and others, to the scene of the 
terrible crime. 
This train arrived at 


Independence at 4 o'clock, and imme- 
diately began tho work of removing 
the dead and injured. 


The scene about the depot is nor 


rible in the extreme. Portions of hu- 
man beings are scattered all over tht 
right of way of the railroad, and m 
the twenty-foot hole made by the ex- 
plosion are several skulls, arms, and 
hands. Every object within a radiud 
of fifty feet from the hole is bespatter 
ed with blood. 
. The building was derriolished entire- 
ly and the train was iuirled into itu 
air. 
The unfortunate men, entrapped 


in the cars, were sent to their doom 
without a word of warning. 


The bodies were blown in all direc- 


tions and the mangled remains are be- 
yond all recognition. Many 
of

wounded are torn in such 
horrible 


fashion that none can utter their names 


perpetrators of the crime.

The dynamiting is characterized as 


the most fiendish which could have 
been perpetrated.

building was a small structure, and 
had stood for several years, arid had 
been erected on stilts upon a steep 
hillside.

mit of the dynamiters placing ajjlg 
mine under it. The depot was so con- 
structed that work -could be carried on 
without discovery. The sheriff's of- 
fice and the entire police force in the

The explosion was, no doubt, the re- 


sult of a deep-laid plot. Tho murder- 
ers evidently did not wish to kill ot 
injure any of line crew in charge of 
the train, -.vhich the ill-fated miners 
intended tc> take for their homes in 
Victor and Cripple Creek. The train 
started fronn Aita Vista and picked up 
the men on various 4 o'clock shifts 
who wished to return ic their homes. 
When within 75 feeUof the depot at 
Indpendence, the engine whistle sound- 
ed as a signal for the men at the de- 
pot, to get ready to board and to warn 
any laggers to make haste 
if 
the> 


wished to catch the train. This whisle 
was the death signal, for no sooner 
bad the shrill blast sounded on tho 
early morning stillness of the moun- 
tain than a muffled roar was heard 
:>nd nearly nvo score of human beings 
were hurled into eternity. Tne explo- 
sion was a terrific one, and the mean- 
tain trembled as if rocked by an earth- 
quake. Tho detonation was long and 
loud, and could be heard 
for 
miles 


about Independence. 


The train, which was running very 


&lowly at the time of the explosion, 
was brought to a sudden step by the 
engineer and members of the train 
crew ran hastily forward to investi- 
gate.

COWBOYS'AS FIREMEN 


THE WAYTHEY BATTLE WITH FLAMES 


ON THE PRAIRIES. 


Ho rum and -Men Plunge Through the 


Line of Fire to Their Stations—Cat- 
tle r.ltiKt Be Savrlflced to Sa*e Oth- 
er Cuttle and the Grass. 
The "firemen of the plains" work 


With a system, each man knowing 
what is expected of him and bravely 
executing it like firemen of the city. 
Cowboys are the "lire fighters of the, 
plains," and burning grass Jd the ma- 
terial consumed. 


We will take, for illustration, the 


?rc-at Kspuola or "spur much in iue 
lower 1'uuhandle country of northwest 
Texas and go back a number of years, 
when destructive fires were more fre- 
quent than they are now. Hundreds of 
cowboys were employed on that ranch, 
living in camps widely separated, cov- 
ering the unsettled counties of Dick- 
ens, Crosby, Garza and Kent. 


Great and very destructive prairie 


fires often occurred, ami systematic 
plans were adopted to fight successful- 
ly the devouring element, which not 
only involved a great loss of grass, bui. 
of stock also. One of the most success- 
ful plans was tbe following: It was un- 
derstood among the men at tbe various 
camps that when smoke was discov- 
ered ascending from tbe prairie each 
and every cowboy must saddle his 
horse and gallop away toward the fire 
straight out in a line from his camp. 


This bad to be done at night also, the. 


fire then being detected by its light, 
and tbe boys would come from every 
direction, striking the line of fire at 
many different points almost at the 
same time. If tbe fire had spread much, 
tbe men from tbe different camps 
would sometimes be many miles from 
each other, those from the same station 
going in a squad together. 


If it was at night the scene would be 


one of wild and weird grandeur—the 
great line of fire, the galloping horses 
as tbe cowboys approached it, some 
from camps on opposite sides, their 
forms and those of tbeir horses stand- 
ing in relief in the bright glare of the 
burning grass. 
Herds of bellowing, 


frightened, stampeding cattle made 
the scene more terrible and exciting 
as they ran 
before the pursuing, 


crackling, roaring flames. Above the 
din could be beard loud shouts of com- 
mand from leaders of the assembling 
men. 


The men were not standing still on 


their horses. Tbe fire was traveling, 
and they were going with it until 
ready to begin tbeir attack. 
Cattle 


must be sacrificed to save cattle. As 
soon as an animal fell four cowboys 
dismounted, and sharp knives and 
hatchets were at work, and in less 
time than it takes to tell the slain ani- 
mal was cut in twain. 
The halves 


were split so as to lay flat upon tbe 
ground, and to each hoof the end of a 
rope was fastened, tbe other end being 
around the pommel of a cowboy's sad- 
dle. 
They dashed away to tbe line 


of fire, dragging the severed parts aft- 
er them. 


WLeii the cowboys readied this, two 


men would cross plunge through the 
blaze. 
Tom tried it, but his horse 


wheeled and turned away from the 
blaze, snorting loudly and in terror. 


"Give me your end of the ropo, 


Tom," one of tbe other men said. 
"I 


can go over. Black Duncan will face 
If 
And with a great plunge he clear- 


ed the line of fire. 


One of the other two also crossed, 


and without a moment's halt and with 
scorched faces they wheeled tbeir 
horses and ran parallel with tbe fire, 
dragging the bloody half of the beef 
over it, smothering the fire out as fast 
as tbeir horses could run and drag 
the weight One man was then on one 
side of the fire and tbe other on the 
opposite, each with his rope to the 
foot of a beef, straddling the blaze and 
beating out tbe greater part of it. 


They wore slick duck jackets and 


leggings, upon which the fire could not 
easily take hold. It was hot work, 
however. 
They could get only the 


length of their ropes from tbe fire. 
The two men with the other half of 
the beef were going iu the opposite di- 
rection, taking the other end of the 
line of fire. Suppose the fire was trav- 
eling south and the line extending east 
and west, two dragged east and two 
west, fast receding from each other 
and every moment widening the faiack 
streak which marked the trail of the 
smothered flames. 


While these four men were getting 


ready to do this work other cowboys 
were sitting on tbeir horses near by, 
their faces lit up by the burning grass, 
and cheering their companions who 
were crossing the fire line to fight the 
main battle. 


Those, however, who were idle bad 


their work to do. Each held a rolled 
slicker in his right hand, and when tbe 
breach was made in tbe fire line they 
divided their forces and followed the 
boys who were sweeping the flames in 
order to extinguish 
effectually any 


.which might be left. 


Before the plan described was put in 


practice wagons loaded with water and 
tow sacks were run to a fire, and the 
i>oys had to dismount and fight the 
flames with wet sacks. They were 
supplied with th°se by men galloping 
fcack and forth between the wagons 
nnd fire fishters The dry, hot sacks 
were carried back %s fast as wet ones 
were furnished. 


The other plan was the best, being 


more rapid and efficient. Horses would 
get crippled and men burned at times, 
especially when the wind was high, 
those on the windward side being most 
exposed. Some have boon known to 
stay in their saddles during a long run 
until the skin would peel from the side 
of the face that was nest to the lifie of 
fire.—Port Worth (Tex.; Record. 


TRAVELING INJNDIA. 


One Most Hire • Xalive Servant cr 


KuUare Eudleo* Trouble. 


Every one who goes ti> India to travel 


or live at hotels, says the Chicago R«-c- 
ord-Herald. must have a personal serv- 
ant, a native who performs the duties 
of valet, waiter and errand boy aud 
whatever else may be required of him. 
This is a fixed custom of the country, 
to resist which brings endless trouble 
to the traveler. 


Many of the Indian hotels expect the 


guests to bring all their own servants, 
both chambermaids and waiters, and 
are consequently so short handed that 
tbe traveler who conies without them 
has usually to wait up<>a himself. 


Uu the railways a native servant is 


quite luUihpeusable, im- travelers are 
required to carry their own bedding, 
make their own beds and furnish their 
own towels. The company provides a 
bench to sleep on similar to those ia 
American freight cabooses. 


Each car has also a washroom and 


sometimes water. Btu if the traveler 
wishes to be sure of « ashing his face 
in tbe morning and if lie is wise he will 
send his servant to tin- station master 
before tlie train starts aud ask to have 
the water tank filled. Then a Hindoo 
with a goatskin full of water will 
climb to tbe roof of the car and fill it 
and, 
having descended, will stand be- 


fore tbe door and touch bis forehead 
every tame the traveler looks toward 
Uini till be receives a penny. 


At the eating houses along the road 


the servant will have to raid the ta- 
bles and shelves for food and bring it 
to tbe car for bis master, since no "wait- 
ers are provided. In addition he will 
hire baggage carriers and will attend 
to all tbe details of catching trains and 
engaging rooms. 


A good servant cau be hired for $13 


a month. Poorer "bearers," as they are 
called, can be engaged for §2 or ?3 a 
month and expect to "find" them- 
selves, but the traveler must pay rail- 
way fare for them.

THE GAMBLING MANIA. 


How It Flannted Itself at One Tim* 


In the French Capital. 


Some of the old stories told of the 


gaining tables can hardly be believed 
nowadays, though they are related in 
such a cool, matter of fact style by 
writers of the time as to show that in 
the eighteenth and early nineteenth, 
centuries the practice formed a part 
of high class social existence. Captain 
Gronow relates that, having been ap- 
pointed to the staff of General Picton, 
who was then starting for Brussels 
(1S10), he obtained $1,000 from the ar- 
my agents, "which," he continues, "I 
took with me to a gambling house in 
St James* square, where I managed, 
by some wonderful accident, to win 
£000." WiUi this sum he subsequently 
provided, his necessary outfit. 


When the allies marched Into Paris 


after the battle of Waterloo, Gronow 
found the Palais Royal a hotbed of 
gambling—"the very heart of French 
dissipation." "There were tables for 
all classes. The workman might play 
with 20 sous or the gentleman with 
10,000 francs. The law did not prevent 
any class from indulging in a vice that 
assisted to fill the coffers of the munici- 
pality of Paris." The English visitors 
were not slow to participate in the 
play, one officer of the guards obtaining 
leave of absence and never quitting the

Great Public Decorations. 


As a people the Mexicans are very 


fond of flowers, and every village, town 
and city has its place where flowers 
are sold, and many of the larger places 
have extensive flower markets. Often 
the flowers brought to the market are 
wild specimens found in the woods and 
the fields, but all are beautiful. 
In 


many of the smaller towns and villages 
the public parks and the sidewalks of 
the streets are used as places for the 
sale of flowers. Everywhere they may 
be bought at surprisingly low prices. 
So plentiful are. flowers they are used 
for great public decorations. 
Some- 


times whole parks and the fronts of 
buildings for many streets are covered 
with floral decorations on a feast day. 


The Mexican love of flowers has! been 


inherited from a long line of flower 
loving ancestors. More 'than a thou- 
sand years ago the chief feature of 
worship among the Toltecs was the 
great floral offering which was made to 
the fair god once a year and which 
lasted for a whole Mexican week. Dur- 
ing this festival one of the features 
was a great floral procession, which 
traversed the principal streets of the 
city to the sound of musical instru- 
ments. Every one in the procession 
carried flowers to lay upon the altar of 
the god or to place upon the steps or 
walls of his temple. In this procession 
were princes, nobles, priests and com- 
moners. 
This floral festival was an 


expression of the love of nature for 
which the Toltecs were noted. 
Until 


they came into contact with the Az- 
tecs later on in history they were pure- 
ly nature worshipers, and flowers and 
fruits formed the chief part of their 
offerings. 
So the Mexican comes by 


his love of flowers honestly.

several things wnich appealed to the

Keedle ThronKh Penny. 


It is an acknowledged fact that a 


S which will scratch another Iwdy 


is generally harder than the first body 
—thus, diamond is harder than glass; 
glass is harder than marble, and so on. 
A steel point will scratch a piece of 
iron and is therefore harder than cop- 
per, and this brings us to the conclu- 
sion that it should be possible to drive 
a needle (which, of course, is of steel) 
through a penny, the latter being an 
alloy of chiefly copper aiid other met- 
als. 
But it will he useless to try to 


drive the needle into the penny as you 
would drive a nail into a piece of wood, 
for the needle, being made of steel and 
therefore brittle, will <snnn at the fir^t 
blpwl But there is a remedy. 
Drive 


the needle through the center of a cork 
and then place it well on the middle 
of a penny, which in its turn has been 
placed upon a bolt or piece of iron with 
a hole in the center. 
Take a heavy 


hammer and strike the cork several 
times violently in the center, when 
you will find the needle will have been 
driven through the penny. This ex- 
periment can be done, but it is not 
easy; so when it is successfully ac- 
complished it is quite a feat 


A Cane Triclc. 


Measure the length of your forearm 


along a cane by placing your elbow 
even with its head and marking the 
point to which the tip of your middle 
finger reaches. 


Take hold of the cane with your 


middle finger covering the mark and 
your little finger nearest to the head. 
The cane must be at right angles to 
the hand and be grasped firmly, so 
that the tips of all the fingers are 
pressed tightly against the palm of 
the hand. It is not '-fair" to hold the 
cane obliquely. 


Now try to put the head of the cnae 


to your lips. If you succeed you are 
an exception to the general rule, and 
even you will probably fail if you 
hold the cane in the same manner at 
a point a little farther from the head. 


But any one can do the trick easily 


by holding the cane at a less distance 
from its head than the length of his 
forearm.

American Review to make a state- 
ment of Russia's position .in the far 
eastern conflict. Contributing articles 
to magazines and newspapers is not 
the mission of a diplomat, and I have 
been obliged to decline many kind invi- 
tations from the periodical press. In 
furnishing this statement to the North 
American Review 1 am actuated by 
the hope that it will be alike for the 
benefit of Russia a"nd the readers of 
the magazine.

begun hist summer between St. Peters- 
burg and Tokyo Russia showed at all 
times a most conciliatory spirit. She 
modified her terms time and again, so 
intent was his majesty the - emperor 
upon preserving the peace of the em- 
pire. At all times, however, my gov- 
ernment insisted upon a mutual and 
unconditional guarantee of the princi- 
ple of the independence and integrity 
of Korea, on an undertaking to use no 
part of Korea for strategic purposes, 
as the authorization of such action 011 
the part of any foreign power was di- 
rectly opposed to the principle of the 
independence of Korea, and finally on 
the preservation of the full freedom of 
navigation of the strait of Korea. 


The Japanese government declined to 


accept these conditions and replied by

demanding again that Russia incorpo- 
rate in a separate treaty between the 
St. Petersburg and Tokyo governments 
a declaration defining anew the rights 
which Japan was to enjoy in Manchu- 
ria aad a reiteration of the statements 
of my government's future intentions 
in that province. First because such'a 
subject was quite irrelevant to the ne- 
gotiations in progress and for the addi- 
tional reason that Manchuria was a 
question to be settled between Russia 
and China, in which Japan was no 
more legitimately concerned than any 
Other power my government refused 
to accede to these demands. To have 
entered into a separate arrangement 
with 
Japan 
regarding 
Manchuria 


would not only have been a violation 
of good faith with China, but with the 
powers which, with Russia and Japan, 
signed the peace protocol of 1000. 
However, in another eff&rt to bring the 
negotiations to a peaceful conclusion 
my country did all that dignity would 
permit and offered to give assurances 
again that the sovereignty of the em- 
peror of China in Manchuria would be 
recognized. Such a declaration had al- 
ready been addressed to the powers. 
Having made this marked concession 
solely in the interest of peace, my gov- 
ernment awaited the Japanese answer 
in the expectation that it would at 
leust be diplomatic in character and 
would furnish the basis for the fur- 
therance of the negotiations to a satis- 
factory conclusion. Before the Russian 
minister at Tokyo could deliver this re- 
ply the Japanese answer came not 
through the regular channels, but as a 
torpedo attack at midnight And now 
that war has cotne Russia does not 
doubt the issue. 


It-Ts not a thoughtless statement that 


were Japan to obtain supreme control 
in Manchuria the dominant military 
spirit of the Japanese would lead them 
io organize the Chinese into a modern 
army of such proportions that Europe 
and America would stand aghast at 
this menace to their peace and well be- 
ing. That is a phase of -what fan's been 
called the "yellow peril" that it would 
be well for the thoughtful and intelli- 
gent classes to consider carefully. The 
Chinese make good soldiers. To sup- 
pose them to be pusillanimous in char- 
acter is erroneous. They are easily 
trained by competent instructors, and 
with a population of more than 430,- 
000,000 to draw from an army could 
be raised that, co-operating with Ja- 
pan, might, with a reasonable show of 
confideTice. defy the civilized world. 


You in America should pause to con- 


template the result of a union of the 
two great Mongol races, one progres- 
sive, aggressive, alert, overarnbitious, 
dreaming dreams of standing dominant 
not only m the far east, but in the 
councils of the powers: the other 'imi- 
tative, easily influenced, ready if not 
anxious to have a stronger hand mold 
its flaccid character into whatever 
shape would be best suited to carry 
out a scheme of national aggrandize- 
ment. You of America a-s well as we 
of Europe have this to confront. It Is 
not Russia alone that the danger 
threatens, but th& whole family' of 
Caucasian nations. 


There is another aspect of the ques- 


tion which has doubtless already ap- 
pealed to that admirable, rugged com- 
mon sense for which the American 
Dusincss man. is noted the world over. 
r refer to the commercial feature of 
the" far eastern situation. In the out- 
cropping of that perhaps natur.il sym- 
pathy .-Vising fro;- a kindly feeling for 
what has" boon considered a weak nn 
tion in its conflict with a powerful an- 
tagonist many Jveil meaning people in 
tbis country havt? cot taken time to 


contemplate the future. 
Every 


looks to his own interests, aud uuUous 
»nd the peoplp composing them are '.he 
game in that respect. 1 know that in 
Europe there is a disposition to credit 
America with the worship of the 
mighty dollar above all else, but my 
experience In this great hind, many of 
whose distinguished citizens have giv- 
en me a friendship that I deeply appre- 
ciate, has taught me that money is not 
everything and that the hearts of men 
and women are full of those Christian 
qualities that place honor and fair play 
higher than mere sordidness. Believ- 
ing that the American people, however 
much their judgment may have been 
warped at times by misconception of 
the truth, will see that there are two 
sides to the present unfortunate con-

will ultimately reach the conclusion 
that Russian progress is not only not 
inimical to their iuter«<i:s, but distinct- 
ly helpful to them. 


Let us consider the issue in the far 


east from the practical standpoint and 
see to what extent it bears on the sen- 
timental. It is claimed that with Rus- 
sia out of Manchuria that great prov- 
ince would be a lucrative market for 
American textile goods, agricultural 
implements and notions. But would 
there be no competition in this trade? 
Immediately the rivalry of Japan sug- 
gests itself. There are no people so 
quick to learn as the Japanese. They 
are intelligent, cleft, wonderfully imi- 
tative. With the opportunity of com- 
mercial succe&s in Manchuria present- 
ed how quickly they would appreciate 
the value of learning the art of mak- 
ing the goods demanded by the count- 
less inhabitants 
of that territoVy! 


Cheap grades of cotton fabrics are 
necessary to the Manchurians; Japan 
would not be long in learning to fash- 
ion them. Manchuria, given up to till- 
ing the soil, requires agricultural im- 
plements; the,Japanese would quickly 
be turning out plows, and harrows, 
reapers and scythes. With their cheap- 
er labor and their nearness to Manchu- 
ria no other people could compete with 
the Japanese. 


Rut let us suppose for argument's 


sake that Russia, triumphant in this 
war, finds herself dominant in Man- 
churia. Japan, her enemy.-^ottld look 
for no favors; she could not expect ,t& 
find encouragement for the importation 
of her manufactures. But Manchuria 
would require many things that 'Russia 
could not supply or supply at figures 
reasonable enough to create a market. 
In Russia agriculture is, comparatively 
speaking, more important than manu- 
facturing, and those goods which are 
made in my country are not such as 
Manchuria would need.' Russia, too, 
wo'uld be obliged to use the railway, 
with its high freight tariffs. Contrast 
Russia's position commercially toward 
Manchuria with that of the United 
States. In this country are made not 
only the very materials that would 
find a ready sale among the people of 
the province, but with American goods 
shipped toy an all water route the cost 
of transportation would be much lower 
than the cost of carrying on the all 
land routes to which Russia would be 
confined. Should Russia ship by water 
to Manchuria from Odessa the dis- 
tance would still be too great to make 
competition with the United States 
successful. From Moscow to Port Ar- 
thur the distance by rail is 5,000 miles. 
It is therefore easy to realize the privi- 
leged position of the United States in 
competing over an all water route 
from the Pacific coast with Russia 
over an all rail route. 


What then, taking these matters into 


consideration, is the far eastern ques- 
tion viewed in its commercial aspect 
from the American point of view? On 
the one hand stands Manchuria open 
to the commerce of the world; Japan 
in competition with the United States, 
a' manufacturing Japan capable of 
making the goods needed in Manchu- 
ria and of making them cheaper than 
America can make them and having 
the additional advantage of short all 
water freight rates. On the other hand 
stands Manchuria under Russian con- 
trol, with a friendly hand extended to 
the United States and Japan given no 
encouragement. To my mind the con- 
clusion is obvious. What better evi- 
dence of Russian friendship could 
America have than such an opening or, 
to merge the practical with the senti- 
mental, what better results could fol- 
iow for both America and Russia than 
mutual co-operation in the stimulation 
of American trade with Manchuria? 


Hot Meal Without a Fire. 


Readers of- the war news will have 


floticed one or two references to the 
fact that tinned meats for the Russian 
troops are prepared by a process which 
enables the contents of each tin to be 
served hot without a fire. This boon 
is secured by having the ordinary tins 
filled with food "jacketed" in patent 
tins, ss;ys London Truth. The patent 
tin contains water, together with a 
chemical mixture, by means of which 
the water can be raised to boiling point 
in ten minutes or a quarter of an hour. 
AH that it"is necessary to do when it is 
desired to heat the food is to puncture 
the top of the patent tin. the chemical 
mixture being thereby forced into the 
water, which soon begins to boil. 


A Faahionnble Gem. 


It is long <;inee anything new in 


precious stones made a bid for popu- 
larity, says the Pail Mall Gasc-tte, but 
since it became known that King Ed- 
ward looked with favor on the peridot 
the beautiful sage green gem is be 
ginning to have a vogue. The peridot, 
the Arabic name for "precious stone.'1 
has for many years beeii found in Ural 
mountain quartz and in the rocks of 
South America, but it has been reserv- 
ed for the khedive of Egypt to find 
the stone in marketable quantity. The 
stone is not prohibitive in price and 
goes beautifully with almost anything 
except sapphires. In settings of dia- 
monds or pearls it is effective.

TO COUNT BY EIGHTS. 


Society For (he Propagation of the 


Octimal Syxtetn. 


A society is about to be formed in 


England for the propagation of what 
Is called the octiuial system, or count- 
lug by eights. 


The most natural to multiply and 


divide is to double or halve. It is sim- 
plicity itself to take oiie apple (or any- 
thing you p'ease) and multiply it by 
pu^titj.; anOLii>.L uy it» »iuv. >vu iiiuiu- 
ply sixain by adding two more, and so 
you go on doubling. Iu the same way 
you divide by halving. 


Now, in the decimal system it is not 


possible to do anything so neat as that 
You must get to your unit, or base, of 
ten, and it is impossible to do that by 
the simple process of doubling the low 
figures. 
1'ou can certainly halve one 


in the same way as in the new octiuial 
system, but if you take ten you get 
down to two and a half very soon—a 
very broken figure—aud it gets worse 
as you go lower. 


Not so with the eight. 
It was con- 


tended by its opponents that the proc- 
ess of dividing or multiplying by sim- 
piy shifting the point is not possible. 
In decimals, thirty means thirty, but 
3.0 means three, which is an easy meth- 
od of dividing by ten, but how would 
this be in the new enumeration? 


To this the octimalists reply that the 


figure of ten is quite arbitrary, that the 
most natural figure is eight nml that if 
we had been taught to count by eisrhts 
we should have experienced uo diffi- 
culty. 


In that case thirty would be equal to 


twenty-four, while 3.0 would be three, 
as at present. Further—and this is 
where they think they score—.3 would 
be 
three-eighths, 
not 
three-tenths, 


which they stigmatize as a very diffi- 
cult division to obtain naturally. 


It is all very well }yhen we have it 


marked out for us on a scale, but just 
think of the difficulty of splitting an 
apple into ten equal parts and then 
compare that with the simplicity of 
obtaining eight parts by merely halv- 
ing!

Artificial Snails. 


As escargots, or snails, are not much 


eaten in this country, the discovery 
that artificial snails are made will not 
worry American epicures. In Paris it 
is different. Public knowledge of this 
enterprise came about through the suit 
of a Paris workman against his em- 
ployer for injuries received in manipu- 
lating a machine for fabricating snails. 
It was explained that the employer 
bought empty snail shells from the 
dust men and ragpickers. 
Having 


cleaned out the shells, the defendant 
and his peop-le filled them with "moil" 
—that is to say. lights, or cat's meat. 
This soft, spongy stuff before being 
crammed into the shells was cut-into 
corkscrew shape by very improved ma- 
chines. When the shell was filled some 
liquid fat or grease was poured into it, 
and the trick was done. The fabricated 
snails were sold usually at 20 centimes 
the dozen.
